MEMORIES OF A FOR TRADER 




My name is Charles Larpenteur. I spent forty 
years of my life as a fur trader on the frontier 
of America. The area with which I came into 
contact with was the Upper Missouri in the nine- 
teenth century. I was born in France in the year 
1807, five miles from Fontainbleau. My father 
left' France for America immediately after the 
battle of Waterloo. He returned to France, sold 
all his property, and returned to America with 
a family of four children, three boys and one 
daughter.^ was the youngest son. 

I remained with my parents until I was 
twenty-one. Then I decided to leave home and 
fry my luck in the Far West. My first trip was up 
the Mississippi, to Des Moines Rapids, the year 
previous to the Black Hawk War of 1832. I met 
Mr. Blondo, interpreter for the Sac and Fox In- 
dians. I remained with him as a guest for two 
months. Then I returned to St. Louis with full 
determination to see more of the wild Indians. 

General Ashley, who was then carrying on 
great beaver trappings in the Rocky Mountains 
was in the habit of hiring as many as 100 men 
every spring. They were engaged for 1 8 months 
to return in the fall of the following year with 
the furs. Not long after i came from the rapids. 
General Ashley's party returned from the moun- 
tains with 100 packs of beaver. A pack of 
beaver is made up of 60 average beavers, sup- 
posed to weigh 100 pounds and worth in New 
York at that time from $7 to $8 per pound. 

It is impossible to describe my feelings at the 
sight of all that beaver, and all those mountain 
men unloading their mules in their strange cos- 
tume. Most of their garments were of buckskin 
and buffalo hide. To see the mules rolling and 
dusting is interesting and shocking at the same 
time. Most of the mules have carried their bur- 



dens of 200 pounds' weight for about 2,000 
miles. The sight of all this made me determined 
to take a trip of the same kind. The journey to 
the Rocky Mountains at that early period was 
considered 'very hard and dangerous on account 
of the Pawnees and Blackfeet. 

First I provided myself with a good recom- 
mendation from Major Benjamin O'Fallon. Next 
I made application to the AmericOn Fur Com- 
pany. Mr. Sarpy was (he man at that time who 
engaged the men. 

"You have some education," he told me, 
"why do you want to engage as a common 
hand?" 

I told him that my desire was to see the 
Rocky Mountains and that I was willing to un- 
dergo all the hardships of such a trip. He then 
sent me to the office of Sublette and Company. 
A Mr. Campbell listened to me and also tried to 
discourage me, but I was determined. So I 
signed an agreement for 18 months for the sum 
of $296 and such food as could be procured in 
the Indian country, that excluded bread, sugar, 
and coffee. 

On May 12, 1833, we took our departure for 
the mountains. Our party consisted of forty 
men. We had three guests with us. At first the 
mules would start kicking off their packs and 
run away. Our fare consisted of bacon and 
hardtack — no sugar nor coffee for three or 
four days. After this we each received a small 
piece of sheep meat. We had some sheep with 
us to last until we came into the buffalo country. 

On the plains we used sunflower stalks as 
fuel. I learned much of the country during those 
years and had many experiences. 

Thus, on a trip to the Laramie River, we had 
to cross it. The men made a boat out of the 



hides of the buffalo — quite a new kind of 
boat to me. AN of us crossed over by sunset with 
our goods. On another trip to Fort Cass, I met 
a man called Mr. Tulloch by the whites and 
Crane by the Indians. This was on account of 
his extreme length and slenderness for which 
he was remarkable. He was extremely popular 
among the Crows and well liked by the moun- 
tain men. 

We made a journey to reach the Yellowstone. 
We had to erect a large pen for our animals 
every night, for fear of sudden attacks, and we 
had to stand frequent guard as our party was 
small. But we lived on the fat of the land. The 
Yellowstone Valley abounded with all kinds of 
game at that early period and for many sub- 
sequent yeqrs. We were often frightened at 
large bands of elk, which at a distance, bear 
the exact appearance of a mounted party of 
Indians. However, by the aid of a good spy- 
glass, our fears were relieved. We took two 
cows with us so that we had milk. We made 
slow progress on account of the cows whose 
feet became very tender. Finally we made shoes 
of raw buffalo hide for the animals. 

When we came to the river, the animals went 
across. But how was I to cross? One of the men 
shouted at the top of his voice. 

"Grab the tail!" 

This I did and thus landed on the other shore, 
safe and wet. I should now like to describe my- 
self to you in the outfit I wore. I was dressed 
in cowskin pants, cowskin coat, buckskin shirt, 
wolfskin cap, red flannel undershirt, and a blue 
check shirt over that. I was stepping along be- 
hind my old horse and cart. This is how I looked 
when we reached Fort Union. The Indians would 
come to the fort to trade. 

I can describe to you the construction of Fort 
Williams, which was after the usual formation 
of trading posts. It was 150 feet front and 130 
deep. The stockade was of cottonwood logs, 
called pickets. They were 18 feet in length, 
hewn on three sides and planted three feet in 
the ground. The boss' house stood back, opposite 
the front door. It consisted of a double cabin, 
having two rooms of 1 8x20 feet with a passage 
between them 1 2 feet wide. There was a store 
and warehouse 40 feet in length and 18 feet 
in width. There were two rooms for the men's 
quarters 16x18 feet. Also a carpenter's shop, 
a blacksmith's shop, ice house, meat house and 
two splendid bastions. 

The bastions were built more for amusement 
than for protection against hostile Indians. For 
at that time, although they were constantly at 
war with other tribes, there was not the least 
danger for any white man except free trappers. 
We could go hunting in all directions with per- 
fect safety. Large war parties frequently came 
to the fort, but they behaved very well, taking 



their leave after getting a few toads of ammuni- 
tion and some tobacco. 

I must remember to tell you about the Hud- 
son's Bay Company blankets. They were marked 
in one corner with parallel bars or points. One 
for each pound weight of blanket. A "three 
point" blanket was one which weighed three 
pounds. 

My relations with the Indians was generally 
good. Once I had a very close call. Some of our 
horses had been stolen. I went to an Indian 
camp called Tobacco Garden. When I arrived 
there I sent for the chiefs and asked them to 
help me recover the animals. Two were brought 
to me and I sent them back to the fort. In re- 
turn, I gave the Indians a present. There was 
an Indian by the name of Pet-cha-shah which 
means Tortoise. He was the greatest scamp of 
this bahd. In fact, he was the one who had 
stolen the horses. 

I was resting in a lodge when he rushed In 
and shouted at me. 

"You are the meanest white man I ever sawl 
I will kill you tonight!" 

He rushed into his lodge and returned with 
his bow and arrows. He was about to fit an 
arrow to his bow, when a friendly Indian saved 
my life. He drew out his knife from its leather 
scabbard and cut the bow string. Thus Pet-cah- 
shah was unable to shoot me with an arrow. I 
remained in the lodge aft night. Next morning, 
some chiefs and big- men came to express their 
regret at what had happened. 

One fine evening, a Crow Indian went look- 
ing for some of his missing horses. He found 
that the horses were being attacked by a Very 
big bear, and came to me and asked if I would 
help him. So a group of us went out. I took my 
rifle with* me and when we came to where the 
bear was, we found the big animal asleep. He 
must have been very tired. One of the Indians 
made a noise. The bear woke to see who was 
intruding upon his territory. He took a look at 
me. I fired my rifle and that was the end of the 
bear. 

I met many people in the Far West. Jim 
Bridger was probably one of the most famous 
trappers. In 1843 he established Fort Bridger 
on the Oregon Trail in southwestern Wyoming. 
He was the first known white discoverer of Great 
Salt Lake. I even met Ta-tang-ah-eetoting who 
is better known by his white name as Sifting 
Bull. These things I know and remember be- 
cause all my life I had the custom of keeping a 
journal. In it I would write the events that took 
place in my life. I have seen much of the Far 
West. When my memory gets dim, gll I have to 
do is look into my journal and bring back the 
yesterday."
